It  may  be  assumed  that  while  the  Liberals 

Sin  o£Bce  in  Bntlah  Columbia,  and  perhaps 
Inff  tiM  fortbeomlllt  ■■■rton  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, they  will  introduce  a  measure  of  State 
health  Insurance.  Ii  may  or  may  not  be  based 
en  Vtm  raport  of  th«  recent  commtirtnn  which 
InvestiKated  the  subject  and  made  recommenda- 
tions. It  will  be  a  question  to  de<^lde  If  whatever 
ItprqTOSed  should  apply  only  to  thu.se  who  (■.)iiie 
•onder  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  and  iX 
tb»  scheme  will  be  administered  by  that  body,  or 
irlU  be  of  a  sweeping  character  to  take  in  all  and 
sundry.  There  are  claims  mad*  In  some  quarters 
that  an  actuarial  scheme  can  be  derlMd  whereby 
State  Insurance  will  be  introduced  and  operated 
without  costing  the  taxpftyers  anything.  That  Is 
exceedingly  donbtfnL  Ho  BCheme  of  lt»  char- 
acter, with  the  exception  of  Workmen's  Compeft- 
Mlion.  hM  been  devised  In  this  province  In  the 
ihif  'ol  netel  leffistetlon  that  tiM  not  BMUit  a 
progressively  growing  burden  on  the  exchequer. 
Tbo  Ub«rai  Government  will  have  to  decide  if 
tho  eMhcqofr  can  itaiid  4  now  drala. 

The  theory  lying  JMltad-Atate  health  Insur- 
ance Is  that  every  wagw-Muner  should  pay  into 
a  national  fund,  or  prortnelal  fund  as  the  case 

may  be.  a  certain  proportion  of  his  earnings  for 
protection  against  sickness.  That,  of  course,  Is 
only  poMlMe  where  employment  prevails.  If  the 
Liberals  are  successful  in  provldtag  work  and 
wages  for  all,  and  making  such  a  condition 
permanent,  then  health  taMirance  might  con- 
ceivably he  established  on  an  actuarial  basis 
without  costing  the  State  anything.  On  the  other 
hand,  with  conditions,  for  Instance,  that  prevail 
at  present,  It  would  be  impossible  to  work  out  a 
fair  scheme.  The  only  scheme  whereby  the  State 
could  be  relieved  from  payment  to  the  fund 
would  be  by  making  those  who  can  pay 
their  assessments  also  provide  the  money  neces- 
•try  for  those  who  cannot. 

Many  years  before  State  health  insurance  was 
lolroduced  in  Britain  Canon  Blackley,  of  Wln- 
eheeter,  advocated  that  each  wagr-eainer  shuuld 
pay  Into  a  central  fund  a  proportion  of  his  earn- 
ings for  his  protection  not  only  againat  ilekness, 
but  unemployment.  The  writer  Insisted  that  such 
a  plan  would  make  every  member  of  society  in- 
def^iendent  without  eoitlag  the  treasury  anything. 
Something  in  tho  nature  of  what  he  proposed 
wag  adopted  imder  ttato  unemployment  insur- 
anbe.  hat  it  has  not  worked  out  on  an  aefettarlal 

basis  AH  a  malti-i  of  fact,  tliat  sr fieine  Is  now 
cofting  the  British  Treasiury  at  the  rate  of  a  mil- 
lloii  pomids  a  weeli.  Far  from  the  iitato  acting 
mp^y  as  the  rnllector  of  each  man's  Insurance 
IttMl  and  as  banker  of  the  fund  for  distribution. 
It  haa  had  to  dig  deep  into  the  pockets  of  the 
taxpayers.  The  probability  is  that  under  any 
circumstances  this  will  be  the  experience,  in 
ttitiah  Columbia  as  elsewhere,  whether  in  the 
case  of  health  or  unemployment  Insurance,  or 
indeed  any  Insurance  except  such  as  Is  definitely 
rtitrletad  Uke  tbSk  Workmen's  Onmpensation  plan.

During  the  nine  months  ending  on  Septem- 
ber 30  last  Canada  increased  her  exports  to  Brit- 
ain In  such  commodities  as  wheat,  flour,  cattle, 
timber,  patent  leather,  newsprint,  rubber  foot- 
wear and  unmanufactured  tobacco.  The  record 
In  the  latter  commodity  is  a  remarkable  one,  for 
exports  were  Increased  to  12.607.093  pounds  as 
compared  with  8,937,337  pounds  for  the  same 
period  in  the  precedhig  year.  This  general  Im- 
provement in  export  trade  to  Britain  to  due  to 
the  Dnperlal  Trade  Agreemant  of  lait  yoar. 


LXPORT  OF  NICKEL 


One  method  advocated  for  halting  any  pres- 
ent or  prospective  Increase  in  military  arma- 
ments in  Germany  to  that  of  pMhibiUng  the 
export  of  nickel  from  this  country  to  Germany, 
and  presumably  as  well  to  any  country  which  is 
beliered  to  be  planning  military  adventures.  Any 
such  embargo  would,  nf  course,  be  inferiirctod  as 
an  unfriendly  act,  one  provocative  of  retaliation, 
and  there  could  be  no  objection  to  the  nature 
which  such  retaliation  might  take.  Tt  Is  tn  he 
feared  that  the  courses  of  legitimate  trade  can- 
not be  interfered  with  In  the  way  suggested  and 
friendly  relationships  maintained.  Even  the 
most  powerful  country  In  the  world  could  not 
treat  a  first  class  Power  In  that  way,  unless  in- 
deed it  were  prepared  to  abide  the  consequences. 
The  suggestion,  therefore,  so  far  as  Canada  is 
concerned,  may  be  one  ruled  out  of  court.  It 
involves  little  more  than  a  pious  hope  but  is 
impractical  because  the  way  to  promote  peace 
Is  not  by  fostering  antagontau,  aconomto  OT 
otherwise,  iMtwecn  nations.  , 

During  the  first  half  of  the  preeent  year  there 
was  a  remarkable  increase  in  exports  of  nickel 
frobi  thto  coimtry,  the  great  source  of  the  world's 
supply.  Our  exports  of  unmanufactured  nickel 

amounted  to  513.210  cwt .  valued  at  $13,473,289. 
This  U  four  times  as  large  as  the  128,884  cwt.. 
T&hied  at  t2,M8.llO.  exported  hi  the  paraUel 

period  of  1932.  Of  the  exports  from  January  to 
June,  9,657  cwt.  went  to  Oermany,  representing 
a  doubling  of  the  trade  to  that  country.  Holland, 
thrnugh  which  tho  Westphallan  Industries  Im- 
port heavily  hag  takan  six  times  as  much  nickel 
oadde  and  three  ttaui  aa  much  nielnl  with  a  total 
of  f>n  765  cWt.  as  eonpand  with  tha  paitlSsl 
period  of  IMS.

Owen 
became  a  wealthy  eapitaltot  and 
spent  hto  fortune  ta  attempts  to 
found  sootol  oommunltles  in  Britain 
and    the   United  SUtes,  but  his 
capital  was  exhauslsd  Sttg  Us  oom- 
munltles  failed. 

Thus  we  see  that  national'  (Brit- 
ish) and  community  (Owen)  Becial- 
tons  utterly  failed  even  though  cir- 
'  end  conditions  were 
faverabte.  Sodaltom  to  beautiful 
•ad  spanlauS  ta  its  doctrines  and 
promises:  ta  action  it  ir,  pinuKhing 
the  sands.

tion!   Is  this  good  buslne.«is? 

Many  moie  recktoM  srhiaiss 
might  be  quoted,  ta  whldi  the 
pcopte's  money  was  wastsd,  appar- 
ently with  wttsr  dtorsiard  for  ths 
public  Interest. 

I  give  these  few  facts  because

He  was  one  of  the 
ablesC  and  HMat  Ufhly  regarded 
railway  psssenfer  men  In  Canada. 
He  had  a  continuous  service  record  of 
nearly  forty-nine  years  with  various 
con\)Mlsa  p/ow  fonnlnf  the  Cana- 
dian Katlooal  Railways  system.  The 
announcement  In  connection  with 
Mr.  Bell's  retirement  .-^Uted;  He 
was  appointed  .second  officer  of  the 
general  pa.s.senger  department  of  the 
Grand  Trunlc  Railway  on  April  25, 
1892.  since  when  he  ha.s  continuougly 
h?ld  many  official  positions  of  ad- 
ministrative and  executive  respon.sl- 
bUlty  His  duties  have  at  all  times 
been  performed  with  skill,  and  his 
services  have  been  of  unusual  vidue 
to  the  company,  kcknowladgnlent 
thereof  balnc  duly  made."
